CORONA — The annua! Garretson

CORONA — Garretson Elementa¬ 
ry School pupils are preparing for 
their second annual bike rodeo. 

The rodeo will be sponsored by 
the Garretson PTA and held at the 
school on Jan. 25, according to co- 
chairmen Mr. and Mrs. James John¬ 
son. There is no charge to the pupils. 

Johnson said the purpose of the 
event is to test Garretson pupils on bi¬ 
cycle riding skills and bicycle safety 
rules. Each bicycle will be checked 
for safety features. 

As an added service, the Corona 
Fire Department will register bicy¬ 
cles for $1. Johnson said bicycle regis¬ 
tration is not required. 

The bike rodeo will get under way 
I at 8:30 a.m. and classes will be taken. 


one at a time, to the school grounds 
for the test of bike riding skills. 

Participants in the riding skills 
test will be required to ride around a 
double dodgeball circle without going 
outside the lines, balance at a slow 
speed, at an average speed weave in 
and out a series of plastic cones, ride 
between two posts which will be 
placed 40 inches apart, stop on a specr 
ified spot, make a U-turn within a re¬ 
stricted area and ride at an average 
speed between two 60-feet long lines. 

Johnson said parents who want 
further information about the bike ro¬ 
deo can call the school. 

Almost 200 Garretson pupils par¬ 
ticipated in the riding skills test last 
year and all of the 600 pupils took the 
safety law written test.

Corona principal heads 
state reading teachers 

; CORONA — Ruth Wilkinson, Gar 
jetson Elementary School principal, 
will head the relatively new statewide 
organization, Reading Specialists of 
California, for the next year. 

Mrs. Wilkinson, a board member 
Of the organization ever since it was 
founded in'1971, was installed as presi¬ 
dent last Friday in Fresno. 

The Reading Specialists of Cali¬ 
fornia membership is limited to per¬ 
sons who teach at the elementary lev¬ 
el, said Mrs. Wilkinson. 

She said that almost every school 
'district in the state has representa¬ 
tives in the organization. She said 
there are 1,954 elementary reading 
{'specialists in the state who teach un¬ 
der the state funded Miller-Unruh 
reading program. 

“California is one of the few states 
that has this type of state funded pro¬ 
gram,” she said. 

“Reading specialists want to pre¬ 
vent reading problems by working 
with children in the first, second and 
third grades. Our organization has 
been fighting this past year for surviv¬ 
al of the Miller-Unruh reading pro¬ 
gram,” she said. 

Mrs. Wilkinson said in her new ca¬ 
pacity as president she will be attend¬ 
ing board meetings, the annual gener¬ 
al membership meeting and the seven 
zone meetings. 

“At the zone level, we are hoping 
for better workshops for teachers, par¬ 
ents and aides,” she said. “I really 
think something along the line of work¬ 
shops for these people should be done 
at the local level, too.”

Principal 
is elected 
state prexy 

Ruth Wilkinson, principal at 
Garretson Elementary School, 
has been elected president of 
the Reading Specialists of 
California. Voting was by mail, 
and Mrs. Wilkinson’s election 
was announced Friday at a 
banquet which was part of the 
California Reading Association 
Convention in Fresno. 

The 1300-member 
organization was started in 1971 
by teachers working as reading 
specialists under the Miller- 
Unruh Basic Reading Act, 
which has funded reading 
specialist positions since 1965. 
Mrs. Wilkinson served as a 
member of the board of 
directors for the Reading 
Specialists of California from 
the group’s beginning. 

As president, Mrs. Wilkinson 
will be working with the 
members and directors to try to 
push legislation which will 
insure continuation of reading 
specialist programs in 
California schools. Presently, 
the Miller-Unruh funds are 
scheduled to be absorbed in the 
Early Childhood Education 
Program, now in pilotstages, 
and Mrs. Wilkinson believes 
that without specific funding for 
reading wpecialists, “there will 
be no reading specialists.”
